Archdeacon 8tuck T ells of Some of the 
Sufferings to Be Encountered in 
the Frozen North. 


Archdeacon Stuck, already famous 
for his ascent of Mount McKinley, 
m ade a rem arkable Journey Into Alaska 
Inst winter. 
H is 
route 
extended 
around 
the 
w hole arctic coast of Alaska, begin­ 
ning at the w est side, and thence in­ 
land to Fort Yukon. 
He was received 
everywhere 
with 
cordial 
hospitality 
by the Eskimos, 
Two weeks were 
spent at Point Barrow, where the trav­ 
eler had an opportunity of studying 
the largest Eskimo village in Alaska 
tinder w inter conditions. 
During the 
subsequent Journey o f 225 mllee to 
Flaxman Island the party saw only one 
human being and were housed ohly 
twice. 
The archdeacon describes It as "the 
bnrrenest, m ost desolate, most for­ 
saken coast I have ever seen In my 
life ; flat as this paper on which I 
write, the frozen land merging lndlo- 
tlngulshabiy 
into 
the 
frozeD 
sea; 
nothing 
but 
a 
stick 
of driftwood 
here and there, half buried In the In­ 
dented snow, gives evidence of the 
shore.” 
F o r two weeks the travelers had to 
face a bitterly cold northeast wind, 
and the faces of all w ere continuously 
frozen. 
The heaviest task of all was 
the 
Journey over 
the 
winter’s 
un­ 
broken snow to F o rt Yukon. On this 
Inland trip Stefansson and his party i 
w ere encountered arid escorted to Fort
